is ‘i Out from somewhere way up north in the 
Portland and Astoria country came scudding 
-.~ Hthrough the briny deep Thursday a government 
boat, not .very large but a veritable little palace 
affoat. It came down and through the Golden 

Gate to meet a most distinguished party of gen- 
tlemen, government officials, and members of the 
Congressional Board of Rivers and Harbors, 
Colonels, Lieutenant Colonels, Captains, Majors 
and the like, all of them, who arrived in San 
Francisco for the purpose of officially inspecting 
San Francisco bay and the harbors thereof. They 
were under pilotage of Colonel Thomas Rees, 
head of the Pacifie engineering department, and 
answered to roll call.as follows: Colonel Wil- 
liam W. Black, president of the board; Col- 
onel Frederick Abbott, Colonel Lansing H. 
Beach, Lieutenant Colonel Henry C. Newcomer, 
Secretary Roberts, Major Pond, Colonel Harry 
Taylor, Lieutenant Colonel E. E. Winslow, Major 
Charles W. Kutz, and Secretary Weber. The 
party was met at the Jackson street wharf by a 
committee consisting of Mayor, Mott of Oakland, 
Mayor Heywood of Berkeley. President George 
Wall and Secretary H. W. Wernse of the Rich- 
mond Industrial Commission, H. C. Cutting, P. 
A. Haviland, Captain A. H. Payson, F. J. Hul- 
aniski and one or two others whose names we 
failed to connect with. 

It was sure some boat, and eut through the 
waves like an express train making up time, un- 
til it got out of the Golden Gate, where big 
white-capped breakers were splashing high and 
yall over each other and anybody. or anything 
else that got in their way, and then without any 
‘|jregard whatever for the stations in life oceu- 
; i pied. by those distinguished United States Govern- 
‘ment officials, it proceeded to stand on its head 
and. then on its tail, or whatever you-eall- the 
hind end, alternately and with such ragid sue- 
} cession that the landlubbers aboard pressed their 
Whands firmly over the third and fourth buttons 
| of their vests, immediately over stomachs that 
were rolling over and over and up.and down, 
yand slaunchwise, and otherwise, and gazed at 
each other with that soulful expression notice- 
} able in the kindly eyes of a calf undergoing its 
H first introduction to cramp colic. None of them 
would admit anything, and all joined in declar- 
ing they never felt better in their lives, which 
proved conclusively that while basicly and ha- 
bitually truthful they were versatile enough to 
strain a point and rise to emergency when oc- 
easion required. 

It was very amusing to the naval gents and 
those who had sea legs, but to we whom luck or 
the Lord had endowed with just ordinary kind 
of legs it was serious—very, very serious. Henry 
Cutting said something about his complexion be- 
ing naturally white, and inheriting it from his 
mother’s side of the family.

@eped like a bird back around the Panama Pacifie 
Exposition grounds and other points of interest 
and thence straight across to Richmond. which 
looked even better than usual to some of us, be- 
eause of being anchored to the earth. At Rich- 
mond the city mayor and council met the special 
Santa Fe train which conveyed the party from 
[the outer harbor, and then some twenty or thirty 
automobiles laden. the committee on entertain- 
ment sped around the principal . waterfront

Short speeches were made by various members 
of the Rivers and Harbors Board, by Mayors 
Mott and Heywood, Major McLaughlin and a 
few others, Mayor Garrard, acting as toastmas- 
ter; but time was short so the talk was boiled 
down, but every bit of it was good—exceedingly 
good. The officials of the Board said plainly 
that they were in favor of government aid not 
only for the Richmond harbor project but for 
ithe entire east bay project ultimately, and should 
so recommend to Congress. 

It was a most delightful trip, a pleasant gath- 
ering and it must redound to the lasting credit 
and benefit of Richmond. 

We had the pleasure of meeting all these 
gentlemen: in Washington last year, and it was a 
pleasure to renéw their acquaintanse. They are 
certainly among nature’s noblemen. every one of 
them. Information of public interest gleaned in 
a number of personal chats with them will be 
written in subsequent articles on tiis important 
harbor improvement matter.
